However, he visited Humphries

A psychologist and psychiatrist 
who have analyzed Gardner itoid 
Forbes that Gardner shows no natu- 
ral tendency toward being a homo- 
sexual or a pedophile, and is a mini- 
mal risk to society. 

Though Gardner's acts were an 
"atrocity," psychologist Thomas A. 
Pasquale said, Humphries had dem- 
onstrated remarkable ski!? ac 
coercion. 

The nine boys had ail been molest- 
ed by Humphries, and Gardner was 
another victim of the authority fig- 
ure, said defense attorney Tazewell 
T. Hubarrt 111, who asked that Gard- 
ner be piaced under probation.
